‘eclously made. So, the taxation of corpora- 
tions holding public franchises, and great 


accumulations of capital actively used in 
the operations of trade, diffuses iteelf among 
customers substantially in proportion to 
their ability to pay. It is not necessary to 
levy on wealth in detail, in all its forme, in- 
order. to distribute the burden equitably 
throughout the community, and the effort to 
do so is fatile, If this obvious principle is 
once fally\accepted, taxation may be vastly 
simplified, revenues increased, and the cost 
and difficulty of collection diminished, while 
complaints of inequality and injustice will 
be reduced to a minimum.

fill, . From this potnt fame and fortune began to 
peur In upon him. Altheugh his first year’s salary 
on the Republican was but $480, and the next yoar's 
but $700, the third year saw him one-fourth owner 
of the establishment, at a eost of $3,500. Within a 
neore of years, and largely by his efforts, the value of 
his hélding was teteased nearly 20 times. It 
was in the columns of the. .
